TRAINING FOSTER MOTHERS THROUGH 
GROUP WORK 


Mrs. Lavra Executive Secretary, Jewish Chil-

Note: 

The Jewish Children’s Society Baltimore through the 
development its foster home program providing all the 
care required for dependent, neglected and problem Jewish 

children. The institution Levindale, originally planned 
for Children’s Home, now used for old people who are 
dependent. The following paper was given Mrs. 
Guttmacher the Jewish Conference Social Work 
Boston last June. The experiment having the foster 
mothers buy the clothing for the children, which reference 
made, has been thoroughly tested out during the recent 
Jewish holidays.

However, all good feminists hope that just the

The staff recognized the possibility problems such 
this arising, and welcomed the opportunity meet 
these questions with frank explanation our policies, 
standards and requirements. 

standing committee the Board was formed and 
called the Foster Home Advisory Committee, composed 
both men and women. Group meetings for our foster 
parents were advocated. Since March 17th five meet- 
ings have been held, the groups limited twenty-five 
number. The selection was made the basis types 
and age the children, and when possible similar social 
and educational standards the foster parents. The 
call for the meetings was the nature social func- 
tion, the foster parents meet the committee and staff 
tea. The response was most gratifying. The mothers 
and few fathers accepted with enthusiasm, many 
making special efforts attend, such preparing the 
evening meal ahead time getting heavy wash out 
the way early the morning. 

set program was presented, the hope that 
method procedure well subjects for discussion 
would evolve from within the group. informal 
atmosphere pervaded the gathering; few words 
welcome and over the tea-cups topic interest all 
was subtly introduced. The organization was this 
time changing the method supplying clothing, 
clothing allowance being granted the foster mother for 
each child place the giving complete supply 
clothing twice yearly the organization. 

The mothers spoke without restraint, frankly ex- 
pressed their satisfaction dissatisfaction, all being 
accord with the idea individual purchasing, and laid 


great stress the advantages this method, each 


demonstrating her point giving personal experiences. 
The discussion developed the following points, which 
were voiced with much emphasis: 


means closer relationship between foster 
mother and child for the foster mother buy 
the clothing. 

gives the child less feeling strangeness and 
difference. 

gives him chance learn select his own 
things, which develops not only independence, 
but more pride his possession. 

the best way instill thrift, neatness and 
care the clothing. 

dollar, and the difficulty making one 
long way. 

right thinking foster mother would buy bulk, 
stated times, but the need actually 
arises, when sales make buying ahead prac- 
ticable and economical. 
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The foster mothers did not hesitate question the 
wisdom our policies and case work processes. dis- 
cussing our method supplying clothing the granting 
allowance against the “Big Brown Bundle 
(this term coined the foster mother), one 
foster mother said, those bundles came could 
not hurt Jack showing them him, just put the 
things aside and gave him little here and little there 
though had been buying like buy for own 
boys, and really can buy more economically than you 
people. not want hurt anybody’s feelings, 
course, but wait until see sale and then buy for 
boys. Why not the others? They are the same 
own. think there should difference. can 
get things less than you people pay and better 
and then turning the foster mothers she 
said, “if any you ladies care know where buy 
will glad give you the 

Another presented her problem. simply could not 
give Diana bundle clothes. She thinks have full 
charge her and everything for her. Otherwise 
could not control her. She has quite few problems, 
one them being the fact that she feels terrible about 
her family taking relief. She learning for the first 
time about the value 

This brought forth animated discussion bringing 
out the inadvisability deceiving Diana too com- 
pletely about her situation. seemed obvious the 
majority that Diana should not left ignorance 
regarding the supervision the organization—that the 
truth could told her without injury her present 
adjustment. This discussion had far-reaching educa- 
tional value. 

This discussion may have provided opportunity 
for bit self-glorification the part the foster 
parents, but why not let this their honorarium? Even 
this added their more tangible remuneration does not 
compensate for their fine, unselfish service. 

these meetings men and women drafted the 
service child care the community met, became 
acquainted with each other, discussed their common 
problems with the entire group, with the foster 
parents sitting next them. This gave sense 
solidarity, emphasized the serious responsibility they 
have assumed, the confidence imposed them the 
organization. elevated their service co-equal 
with that the members the staff, and brought 
realization the fact that they are rendering most 
valuable community service, which receiving due 
recognition the community. The following com- 
ments express the appreciation and interest the 

foster parents the meetings held. was wonder- 
enjoyed tremendously.” you for 
the invitation.” was good for hear what the 


é 
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other ladies are think you have wonderful 
group working for enjoyed very much—I 
hope can have some more meetings and get ac- 
enjoyed very much—it certainly does 
you good hear about the experiences others. 
hope can meet indeed come again 
—any time all, just ask me.” like hear what 
the others have say.”

These group meetings prove reciprocal educa- 
tional process, participated foster parents, board 
members and staff, the exchange thought and ex- 
perience value all present. The board members’ 
fears were completely dispelled. all five meetings 
the rate board was not once referred to. The discus- 
sions were high plane, spiritual values rather than 
material needs were stressed. With clothing, subject 
material, the basis, the discussion led more 
intangible values, such as: 


Opportunities for developing confidence and affec- 
tion between the children and the foster parents. 

Establishing satisfactory relationship with the 
parents and relatives foster children. 

Dangers dependency. 

Desirability holding families together. 

Necessity securing neighborhood cooperation 
planning for the children. 


The group meetings held were just subtle introduc- 
tion more organized and definite educational pro- 
gram. planning definite program the Child Study 
Association has been consulted. Three courses 
procedure are being considered: 


(a) hold regular monthly meetings with speakers, 
following outlined course study. 

(b) select groups led trained child study 
leaders. 

(c) encourage the foster parents join the child 
study groups their own neighborhood, such 
chapters having been organized some our 
public schools, and would normally include our 


foster parents. 
The wishes the foster parents will guide 
deciding the form our educational program will take. 
The provision educational opportunities for foster 
parents definitely the responsibility the organiza- 


_tion the education the members the staff. 


They are staff members, and such should edu- 
cational opportunities stimulated translate their 
fine spirit into deeper understanding 
efficiency service.

children’s workers the high points the meetings 
the Catholic conference were those which were 
discussed (1) the development foster home care for 
dependent children, (2) the question how the child- 
caring institutions may meet the increased demand 
for child care, (3) the ethical and religious problems that 
confront the director mental hygiene clinic for 
children, and (4) what use shall made the manual 
for child-caring institutions. 

One session the committee families was given 
over the general topic the county unit 
social work. William Norton, the Children’s 
Fund Michigan, Detroit, Rev. McEvoy, Direc- 
tor, Catholic Social Welfare Bureau, Milwaukee, and 
Rev. Thomas O’Dwyer, Director, Catholic Welfare 
Bureau, Los Angeles, were the speakers. 

summary the report the committee rela- 
tions between Catholic agencies and community chests 
was given Mr. James Fitzgerald, Society St. 
Vincent Paul, Detroit. This committee, which sent 
questionnaires 105 cities the United States 
which Catholic agencies participate community 
chests, has assembled mass information which 
value chests themselves and also both Catholic 
and non-Catholic agencies. The report brings together 
facts about policies and relationships which give 
bird’s-eye view the way which this modern device 
for social financing functions. 

the whole, the Catholic agencies the 105 cities 
included the inquiry reported favorably chest 
participation. Several speakers from the floor urged 
more activity the part Catholic laymen the 
actual labor required put over successful com- 
munity chest and pointed out that service well 
money was important the development the work 
chest. 

The round table study case accounting con- 
ducted Miss Mary Gibbons, Supervisor, Division 
Families, Catholic Charities New York, went 
record approving cooperation with statistical studies 
being carried the Russell Sage Foundation and the 
United States Children’s Bureau, which has recently 
taken over the statistical project initiated the Uni- 
versity Chicago. 

was also decided that some plan should devised 
whereby statistical data for Catholic agencies might 
compiled under Catholic auspices partly means 
educating agencies the importance such data 
well for the purpose having some scientific measure 
Catholic social effort. 
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The Archdiocese Baltimore, which Washington 
belongs, was the first English-speaking See the New 
World.

THE CHURCH CONFERENCE SOCIAL WORK 

Church Conference Social Work organized under 
the auspices the Commission the Church and 
Social Service the Federal Council Churches held 
its first meeting during the National Conference 
Social Work Boston June. 

Round table conferences were held for various groups 
including workers from church orphanages, homes and 
hospitals, deaconesses, social service workers for 
churches and church councils, which were represented 
the following religious bodies and agencies: the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Committee; Baptist Convention 
(Northern); Church Christ; Disciples; Council 
Women for Home Missions; Department Social 
Relations, American Unitarian Association; Depart- 
ment Social Relations the Congregational 
Churches; General Conference the Religious Society 
Friends Philadelphia and Vicinity; Methodist 
Episcopal Church; Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South; Presbyterian Church the A.; United 
Presbyterian Church North America; Reformed 
Church the S.; Universalist General Convention; 


National Council Federated Church Women; and 
many Councils Churches. 

One the most important meetings was that de- 
voted the general topic child dependency resulting 
from industrial problems which Miss Myrtle Louise 
Evans, Executive Secretary the Methodist Orphans’ 
Home Association, St. Louis, was the principal speaker. 
Miss Evans said, part: 

“The states large, especially rural counties, are 
very much remiss accepting responsibility for their 
dependents. Our experience with county courts has 
been most baffling and many instances discouraging. 
County officials were amazed our presumption when, 
church institution, asked partial maintenance 
toward the care their dependent children, but 
have kept asking just the same. may seem pre- 
sumptuous indeed suggest that the courts need en- 
lightenment, but matter fact this one the 
greatest opportunities for service the community 
which confronts church institutions for children, especi- 
ally where they operate state-wide basis. 

believe that the child-caring organization 
strategic position assist any plans remedy the 
social problems which arise out our present industrial 
situation. The denominational home particular, 
since its service usually reaches out into wider areas, has 
much better point vantage than the organization 
which serves small, restricted territory, and must 
not fail take advantage this 


The Annals the American Academy Political 
and Social Science, Philadelphia, published Septem- 
ber, 1930, should the library every children’s 
agency and institution. Briefly but succinctly, progress 
children’s work during the post-war period summed 
from the approach children’s case work, psy- 
chology, psychiatry, pediatrics and social justice.

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INTELLIGENCE TESTS PUT THE PROOF 


Under the above heading the New York Times has 
recently carried two articles Dr. Goodwin Watson, 
Associate Professor Education, Teachers College, 
Columbia University, the subject intelligence 
tests: 

After twenty years acquaintance with the term 
mental testing, there still lot fuzzy-mindedness 
this country about I.Q’s. 

the risk being accused editing the BULLETIN 
with scissors and paste order have more time 
bask the Alabama sunshine perhaps participate 
Alabama politics, the following clarifying excerpts 
from Dr. Watson’s article are quoted: 


testmakers defined their objective terms 
‘the ability learn.” Others defined intelligence the 
ability adjust adequately new situations. Still 
others thought intelligence capacity for abstrac- 
tion, ability grasp relationships. them, how- 
ever, desired get something which could not im- 
parted the student, something independent formal 
schooling. are now able appraise fairly well the 
extent which the tests what the testmakers wanted 
them do. 

for example, the story Grace (age 11) 
and Lulu (age reported Dr. Florence Teagarden, 
the University Pittsburgh. Father, mother and 
grandmother had died while the girls were babies. The 
visitor found them living old hut with the grand- 
father. The furniture consisted store boxes. Dirt 
was everywhere. this particular day all three meals 
consisted bread dipped bacon fat. The girls had 
received some outer garments from the humane society, 
but had underclothing. They had gone school 
very little. The children shrank away from the visitor 
like frightened animals. Their speech was peculiar 
dialect. 

“Stanford-Binet tests given Grace showed that 
she did well average 8-year-old. Since 
year-old would only per cent old Grace 
actually was, her (intelligence quotient) was said 
73. Lulu passed tests appropriate for 6-year- 
old; that is, child per cent old Lulu was 
the time. That gave Lulu 77. 

“The girls were transferred private institution, 
with many the advantages the best private homes. 

“Year after year intelligence tests had been repeated, 
with monotonously similar results. Each child gained 
she grew older, but such rate that her ability 
remained about that child three-quarters her own 
age. While average children gained year mental 
growth Grace and Lulu gained regularly about three- 
quarters year. Here are the figures (1.Q’s) for the 
several years: 

Grace—73, 75, 75, 72, 78. 

75, 72, 71, 73. 

even the first intelligence test, given 
under extremely unfavorable circumstances, might 
have been taken its face value. 

“Grace and Lulu, course, are only two among 
thousands children who have been retested. Dr. 


Hildreth, the Lincoln School New York City, gave 
1,112 pairs tests 441 children over period 
several years. All the children developed consider- 
ably intellect. But when compared with one another, 
the bright children remained bright, the slower children 
remained slower. 

convincing studies have been made Dr. 
Freeman, Chicago, and Dr. Barbara Stoddard 
Burks, Stanford University. These findings are based 
upon children placed foster homes and followed 
some years later. both investigations the conclu- 
sion was that the type home which the child was 
placed would have some effect upon his intelligence 
rating. difference was not very great, perhaps 
points I.Q. the child were placed much 
better environment. The younger the child when 
placed the home the more likely was influence 
his Yet the difference between the best and worst 
homes town would never great enough trans- 
form stupid child into bright child. 

children studied Dr. Burks, however, were 
placed foster homes very shortly after birth. They 
grew show the usual variety bright and dull 
children. But, this case, there was relation be- 
tween the intelligence foster father foster mother 
and the intelligence the child. Bright foster parents 
might, equally well might not, have bright children. 


“Tt seems fairly clear that what parents for the 
intelligence their children very largely completed 
the time conception. Later changes environ- 
ment will make relatively little difference. That does 
not imply all that the training given parents and 
schools unimportant. Home training may not have 
much influence the but likely make all 
the difference between the cultured gentleman and the 
boor, the saint and the sinner, the happy and melan- 
cholic. 

outside the classroom the significance 
intelligence test score becomes much more doubtful. 
Tests other fields have shown that individual 
varies his abilities. Some things does well. Others 
does poorly. The truth the matter that indi- 
vidual intelligence test scores not predict any other 
known ability the individual with accuracy that 
per cent better than chance. Though know 
general that the following abilities 1,000 children 
high intelligence would excel the average 1,000 
children low intelligence, might about well base 
our guess particular child’s achievement them 
lottery number, the length his big toe, 
his I.Q. Personal happiness; popularity with class- 
mates; speed and accuracy simple learning tasks; 
mechanical ability; ability discriminate between 
good and bad music; ability sing play musical 
instrument; ability recognize artistic merit; ability 
draw paint; handwriting speed quality; co- 
operativeness, helpfulness; physique, health, athletic 
ability; persistence; self-control; breadth and variety 
play interests; cheerfulness; dependability; speed 
decision; self-confidence; ability keep out in- 
sane asylum during later years, and ability keep out 
prison during later years. 

“The list not exhaustive. The point, however, 
may clear. Whatever may true about people 
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large numbers, individual I.Q’s cannot taken too 
seriously. the past many school systems (including 
that the New York City schools present) employed 
psychologists who did little but give intelligence tests. 
The opposite tendency exemplified the new 
chological Consultation Centre’ Speyer Hall 
Teachers College, which centering especial attention 
upon discovering the specific abilities possessed each

For those who not have parents and teachers 
association bulletin guide them, helpful suggestions 
may secured from The Parents’ Magazine the page 
entitled ““Good Movies and Bad.” This gives brief 
critical paragraph each film reviewed, with separate 
recommendations its desirability for adults, for 
youths and for children. The films criticised are suffi- 
ciently up-to-date give impressions the most 
recent releases. motion picture card file sold 
this magazine which allows readers keep alpha- 
betical list film reviews clipping each review and 
pasting card. Information will supplied 
organizations interested such files, which will help 
them use the files greatest advantage. The 
Parents’ Magazine may addressed 255 Fourth 
Avenue, New York City. 

Sometimes those who operate institutions for chil- 
dren are embarrassed the donation some enter- 
tainment which objectionable. may the form 
wholesale party and public dinner for 
given some newspaper, club philanthropist, 
may the donation tickets movie. Whether 
the children out movies whether films are 
brought the institution, the management will find 
well worth while keep informed those produc- 
tions which will provide reasonably wholesome enter- 
tainment. there ready recourse reliable reviews 
films the institution executive may able per- 
suade those providing movie entertainments that 
certain film objectionable and that one several 
others would preferable. Only with the exercise 
greater discrimination the selection movies can 
expect influence those producers who frequently 
provide pictures which are vicious, that they will 
improve the quality their products.

“FIVE MILLION SLAVES” 


Under the above title editorial article the 
October Midmonthly Survey gives information which 
are quoting detail. 


Americans have been accustomed think that 
our Emancipation Proclamation freed the last slaves 
the world. was something shock, therefore, 
reminded Lady Simon her recent visit 
this country that there are today some five million 
chattel slaves the world—men, women, and children 
who are bought and sold like cattle, whose personal 
lives are wholly the mercy their masters, and who 
have status citizens. China, Abyssinia, Arabia 
are the centers slavery the modern world, and 
Abyssinia slave raids well slave trading still occur. 
Lady Simon spoke representative the Anti- 
Slavery Society, pleading for American cooperation 
with this British organization, for the establishment 
similar association this country work for the 
world-wide abolition chattel slavery, and peonage 
and forced labor well. 


“To many who heard her speak Lady Simon was 
even more stirring than her message. Her devotion 
her cause, her unabashed concern for human liberty, 
brought American audiences note honest ideal- 
ism that has not often been heard late our public 
meetings. After all our solemn study ourselves, our 
passionate quest for self-expression, our thinly dis- 
guised propaganda and self-seeking, what this friend 
the slaves had say came like breeze from 
clearer heights. this day ‘rackets’ 
powered selling, customary (and with reason) 
scoff ‘the crusading technique.’ But through one 
the streets the machine age Raynold Chattillon 
should ride again, shield bright and pennant flying, 
not likely that the sight would mean lifting the 
heart, fresh awareness that there truth and beauty, 


too, devotion and self-forgetfulness and that old 
phrase, noblesse

The Cleveland Conference composed 
delegates from organizations—maternity homes, 
child care, family service, protective and health agen- 
cies, courts, hospitals, settlements, newspapers and 
schools—has been stressing for several years the study 
problems small groups members.

schedule was formulated and total closed 
records studied. From the tabulation the schedules 
and summary, both made Miss Elinor Nims, the 
following was prepared: 

While conclusions could drawn from this small 
number cases, the study has had value challenging 
the Conference, especially the members the read- 
ing committees, the need for more factual material, 


and has raised many questions current practice; 


for example: 

Are social agencies justified approaching the father 
child born out wedlock any but sound case 
work basis? 

Should not cases illegitimacy referred case 
work agency early the woman’s pregnancy? 

What attitude should the school take toward the girl 
who has had child and who returns school? Should 
her unmarried parenthood revealed the school 
authorities unknown them? 

Illegitimacy community problem. The sources 
reference were—19 social agencies, churches, 


schools, courts, individuals and newspapers. 
With such multiplicity agencies representing 
variety philosophies and methods approach, there 
unquestioned need some method exchanging 
ideas, correlating and raising the standards practice 
throughout the community. The Conference II- 
legitimacy one such means creating mutual confi- 
dence and understanding. 

The analysis the reasons for closing cases raised 
several questions, among them—When may case 
illegitimacy considered adjusted? What part does 
the heavy case load per worker have the effectiveness 
the work done all the social agencies involved? 

instances the mother and baby returned the 
parental home—the very environment which the 
illegitimacy problem arose. With little super- 
vision the cases were closed. The paternal home thus 
becomes critical point attack, not only because 
the part has played the girl’s attitude 
and behavior, but also because the fact that this same 
home being used agency rehabilitation. 

Contrary the findings frequently made, but 
the children were given adoption. the time the 
cases were closed, two other children had been placed. 
From this may concluded that this community 
limited way. the other hand, absorption into 
home situation which has already failed the alterna- 
tive, social agencies are challenged more intensive 
case work, not only with the mother, but also with her 
family group. 

Great interest was focused the unmarried father. 
Social agencies givén less consideration him 
than the the child. The father con- 
primarily the light his financial responsi- 
for the child and, lesser extent, for the mother. 
two instances where the same case work approach 
was used with the father with the mother, resulted 
plan made jointly, under the leadership the case 
worker. These plans took into account the father’s 
willingness and ability support, his background, the 
circumstances under which entered into intimate 
relationship with the mother the child and his atti- 
tude toward the child. Although the ultimate plans 
for such family group vary with the factors involved, 
any plan made through the participation those pri- 
marily concerned has the possibility social 
stability. 

This study again emphasizes the need for more 
knowledge this problem. This knowledge can 
secured only continued thorough case work, and 
study records determine the elements the 
problem whole, and the general methods treat- 
ment. 
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
